t Princess Alice Maud JIary, whose 
^^death we announced on Sunday morn- 
ing, was the third child and socoud 
daughter of the Quekn' of England. 
She was born on April 2yth, 1813, and 
married on July 1st, 18G2, to P«ince 
Frederick Williaii Louis of Hesse, 
now Louis IV,, Grand Duke of Hesse. 
She leaves behind her a family of si.x 
children, consistinf; of five daughters 
, and one son. Her other child. Prixce 
'' Fredeuick, it will bo remonibered, was 
killed in 1873 by falling from a window 
of the palace. There is one circum- 
stance in connection with the death of 
the Princess which is somewhat rc- 
marlrable — the fact that she died on 
the anniversary of the death of her 
, good father, Piukce Albert, who 
pired on Dec. 11th, 18G1. The 
Princess for somo time previous to lier 
deiiiisehad beensufferingfrom diptheria, 
and on Friday morning, her physicians, 
perceiving that dissolution was ap- 
proaching, sent bulletins to England to 
prepare the Eoyal Family for the new.s 
of her death. The Piunckss passed 
away in a state of unconsciousnes.s. She 
was greatly beloved by the people of 
Hesse Darmstadt for those sterling 
qualities which made her at once an 
excellent and loving wife and the 
kindest and most ])rudeut of mothers. 
The Grand Ducal Court and IIcsso 
Darmstadt generally will go into 
mourning for a period of three mouths. 
The Queen has the deep sympathy of 
her people in the hour of her bereave- 
ment. 

A STRANGE PROPOSITION. 



The conundrum, "ITow can we rid 
ourselves of the Chinese 1" still remains 
unansv\'ered; but the politicians at 
Washington do not scorn to follow the 
example of our Local Government, 
and "give it up." They are sticking 
to the question with a pertinacity which 
entitles them to some credit, although 
as yet their efforts to solve the prob- 
lem have been unsuccessful. One of 
the latest projjositions put forth is that 
suggested by Representative Davis, 
whose plan is to impose a heavy capita- 
tion tax, from §50 to §100, for every 
Chinaman carriod or lauded in excess 
of fifteen in any one vessel, and to ])ro- 
vide that the money thus collected 
shall bo devoted, nominally at least, for 
the benefit of tlio Chinese in returning 
sick and indigent Jlongolians to China, 
and in building quarantine hospitals 
and barge houses, etc., for the recep- 
tion of such passengers when landed. 
Representative Davis advocates this 
class of legislation because he thinks it 
will quiet the scruples of Eastern men 
who are opposed to interferii.g with 
existing treaty stipulations; but the 
proposition docs not appear to us to 
meet the exigencies of the case, nor do 
we think it will be favorably received 
by the people of the Pacific Coast. 
The suggestion that a per capi/a tax 
should be imposed to chock Chinese 
immigration is doubtless good; but the 
idea of fitting up hospitals and hotels 
for those who are landed is a vagary 
which Califcrnians and British Coluui- 
bians will probably protest. 

DEPRECIATION OF GAS STOCK. 

The efTect of the iiUroduction of the 
electric light is rather discomforting to 
holders of gas shares, whicli are declin- 
ing with great rapidity. The Toronto 
Gk)be says "that at New York, Man- 
hattan gas shares, which have sold as 
high as 300, now bring 1-16^, with a 
downward teniiency. ^Metropolitans, 
which were 131| last jMay, sold in 
October, when the last sale of them was 
made, at 105. Brooklyn gas shares, 
14:71 laat May, arc now 119. The 
Haarlem Company sold last January at 
97, but now bring only 3U. In (be 
latter case, however, the Company is 
seeking money to extend its business, 
and for that purpose it would bo neces- 
sary to mortgage their property. This 
has a depressing effect. A far dilicrent 
showing is that made by electric light 
shares, which go up faster than gas 
goes down. Shares in Edison's Com- 
pany arc now being eagerly soucibt, 
and ,$200 is willingly paid for §100 
worth. The right to use Edison's light 
in South America has been sold to a 
Kio firm, who intend introducing it at 
once in tlieir city. Edison's patents on 
the different points of his electric light 
have cost him §17,000 — which proves 
that a poor man cannot easily be a suc- 
cessful inventor."

London^' Deai'lO— rGrant is in the 
faf east. '"He expects 'to arrive in San 
Francisco about May, and after a short 
stay on the Pacific Coast, during which 
he will visit Oregon, Grant will begin 
his eastward journey by rail. He will 
visit the bonanza mining region and 
will pass some days in Colorado. 

The National Provincial Bank is pre- 
pared to advance 50 per cent, to depos- 
itors in the West of England and South 
Wales District Bank. Several friendly 
societies had accounts in ^ho latter in- 
stitution, among these were the fund 
subscribed at Newport for the relief of 
the Obercame colUery sufferers. Al- 
ready a few small failures in Llavelly 
are reporteil. 



EASTERN STATES. 

New York, Dec. 9 — Holler's will 
was admitted to probate to-day. Ho di- 
rects that all secret apparatus and me- 
chanical devices appertaining to his 
business bo destroyed and beaten out of 
shape, so that no one may have the 
benefit of his brains after liis death. 

New York, Dec. 10 — Heavy rain 
has prevailed along the Hudson since 
yesterday and many places along the 
track of tho Hudson River Railroad 
are submerged. The storm along tho 
coast was very severe, inflicting con- 
siderable loss to property on land; inar- 
iue disasters rejiorted are very few. 

New York, Dec. 10 — Dispatches 
from New England, New York State 
and Pennsylvania indicate that tlie 
storm has been terrible and loss of pro- 
perty heavy. 

Henry Wells, founder of Wells-Far- 
go's o^:])rosH, died atGlasgow, Scotland. 

Is I:.-, York, Dec. 11 — The profits of 
the Western Union Telegraph Co. for 
the quarter ending Dec. 31st, actual 
and estimated, are $1,014,795, and a 
dividend of 1^ per cent, is declared 
from the net earnings, payable Jan. 
15 th. 

SAR.vrocA, Dec. 13— Tho First Na- 
tional Bank suspended to-day, owing 
to the run growing out of tho defalca- 
tion of County Treasurer Wright. The 
run was then precipitated on the Com- 
mercial Bank and its doors also were 

closed. 

SOUTH AMERICA. 

Havana, Dec 10 — Elections passed 
ofl' quietly.

The alithor.s were imt l)ef(iro the Oum't 
to-day, but the result of the ropreaonta- 
tion.s was that Mr. Justice (iray was ap- 
pointed a lUiyal Coiiiinission to in(juiro 
into the idleged frauds, fsi.v (jut of tho 
eiglit charges were found to bo put for- 
ward by C.ipt. iJcvcreau.x, and noiV they 
came up again, although (Japt. Cooper 
after tlic investigation still held lii.s posi- 
tion, and tlioreforo ono could take it for 
granted that the charges were false. Capt. 
Cooper for the last two years hail been 
unable to pay out any monies without 
persons at cnco putting it down as a 
fraud, and it nai fliis that had forced him 
tn come into I'poii ('oiirt to vinclicato his 
char.acter. Tiie charges were in reality 
put forward ant of nialici- and were in his 
opinion entirely without foundation. 

William iiowden, sworn, teatilied to 
seeing llobort Westmoreland in February 
Last on Trounce Alley, when heconiuienc- 
od .speaking about Uapt. Cooper, saying 
that ho wanted iiini to alter his log, and 
that Capt. Ccioper v.-as an old thief and 
ought to bo in tho ehaiii-gang. 

To Mr. Robertson — Westmoreland did 
not say what kind of log book he referred 
to. 

W. K, Clarki! tc:--l ilicil to meeting West- 
moreland in J'euru.uy last when ho called 
Capt. Cixipor a thief, and said ho had fal- 
sified somo vo'ichers with regard to paint- 
ing Cape Bealc lighthouse. 

To Mr. Robertson — Don't remember 
his stating that he had painted the light- 
house himself. Tin night ho .said hoiiio- 
thiiig abdut a mail named McLocd having 
lieen paid for the work ; believed tho date 
was liotween the 10th and 20th ofl'cbrua- 
ry because \\'estiiicireland went away by 
the steamer of the 20th and the conversa- 
tion took place a few days previous to this. 

This closed the plaintiifs /oi/;ia focie 
case. 

Mr. Iloberlson then addressed theCnurt 
for the defendant stating that he svould 
endeavor to prove the truth of the eli.uges 
set forth. Ho trusted, liowever to see 
Capt. Cooper exonerated from these 
charges. On the first charge he would prove 
that hi.'i client had p.ainted the lighthouse; 
also that Capt. Cooper had sohl coal to 
Me.'-srs. Eiigelliardt it Co. , said coal be- 
longing to tlie Dominion Government, 
and that no money for the coal was ever 
passed to the credit of tho Government ; 
also that no firearms had boon supplied to 
the Dominion stoaiuer as sot forth by 
Capt. Cooper; tilso that tlpj plaintiff had 
received .55 coinniission from tlie Baynes 
Sound Coal Compr.ny itiul had not passed 
tliG same to tho credit of tho Government. 
Having called attention to tho remaining 
particulars of tlio caso the learned 
counsel prciccedcd to call witnesses. 

R. Wustmoreland, being sworn, said he 
was chief keeper at Capo Ucalo lighthouse 
from September liJtli, 187*t to Janiiaiy 
27th, 1878. Rememberetl Capt. Cooper 
coming to the lighthouse on the 15th or 
16th of Juno, 1876; ho came on board 
the steamer Sir James Douglas, Capr. 
Doveroaux; witxess was under control of 
Capt. Cooper; on that day liad ,a conver- 
sation with Capt. Cooper aliout painting 
tho lighthouse; lie asked if he sent down 
the paint and oil could they (witne.ss and 
assistant) paint tho lighthouse? Witness 
told him — yes, they could; he then asked 
what stores would bo retjuired, and ho was 
told that paint, oil, brushes, rope, putty, 
and a nail punch would bo required; they 
then went outside tho lighthouse when 
witnoss said suine repairs ^vould be neces- 
sary before" painting! Oapfc.'"' Cooper said 
tho lighthouse had cosb the Government 
?5,000 or SC,000 only a few yeoM since 



and they wovild not be willing to lay out 
any more, but ho would send down plen- 
ty of putty, and witness must then do the 
best he could; Capt. Cooper and Holmes 
then went down to tho steamer for "Vic- 
toria; prior to Capt. Cooper's . visit^ tliere' 
wa.s a small quantity of paint on liand, 
but not enough to paint the lighthouse; 
remembered the stores reaching the light- 
house on the 2d of July; thoy came froin 
Capt. Spring's post; there was a letter 
accompanying tnem but did not com- 
mence painting on account of tho non-ar- 
rivtil of rope; witness came to Victoria, 
arriving there on Monday morning; re- 
ported liiniself to Capt. Cooper and told 
lum that tho rope, putty and nail punch 
had not been sent down, and he then 
gave witness an order on E. B. Marvin 
to get the articles; witness then returned 
to tho lighthouse arriving there about tho 
22d of July. Witness and Holmes com- 
menced to paint tho next day and finish- 
ed tho house themsolves about tho 22d 
of August and the lighthouse about the 
27th of August; Capt. Cooper inspected 
the work in September, 1870, saying that 
it looked very good; there was nothing 
said then about payment for painting, 
but in Victoria witnoss told tho plaintiti' 
that ho should expect §100; Capt. Cooper 
.said he would see about that, it would be 
all right; witness drew this in August, 
and, when Capt. Cooper came down in 
September, he told him that he had 
drawn the $100 ami gavo Cooper an 
order to pay tho balance of his sahiry to 
H. Saunders. That quarter witnoss re- 
ceived S300 .salaiy and §100 for painting 
tlio lightliouse; the next (ptarter received 
the full amount of §300, but at the end of 
June, 1S77 received a letter fr(nn Capt. 
Cooper stating that ho bad been i>aid .^!100 
too nil ch in August, 187ti; this was tho 
first intimation witness had of the fact; 
ho thou addressed a letter to tho iilaintili' 
on the 20th of ,luno, 1877, staling he un- 
derstood the .?100 was an extra allowance 
for painting. 

Tho Court here took an lioiir'.s recess. 
On ro-assouibling Westmoreland again 
took the stand. Ho could not say whether 
it was in May (U' .hmc, 1877, Capt. 
Cooper came again ; had no conversation 
with him about painting; Capt. Cooper's 
next visit was in September, 1877; had ;i 
conver.sation with liiiii then al)out painting 
the lighthouse, when he asked if ho had 
seen any stranger about the lighthouse the 
previous year; .said ho had, and Capt.
